ful New Bridge-—The Ocremony. 


New York, May 24.—To-day was a gala day 
in Brooklyn. Throughout the city there ap- 
pearel to bea general surrender of business 


A to sight-seeing and celebration one way or

another. The main business avenues, the 
heights and many of the streets, clear out 
into the suburbs, are decked most gaily with 
fags and bunting and flowers, for the bridal 
with the city over the river, Public buiid- 
ings. private bouses, sireet cars, wagons and 
trucks fiy colors of all nations in honor of the 
openiag of the big bridge. On every hand 
pre parations are being made for the iillumin- 
ation tonight. Great satisfaction is ex- 
pressed among the people of Brooklyn 
at the completion of tbe work of 
which so much is expected for their city. 
From the towers of the great bridge the 
national flag waves, and the span across the 
river is dotted with flags from: one end to the 
o.ber. From early in the morning, crowds 
began to gather at the end where the speech. 
making Was to take place. in the barbor 
favs Hew from all the shipping. 
y&sels, the Tennessee, Vandalia, Kearsage 
and Yantic, lie in a row off Guvernor’s Island 
fiying the national culors. Tie navy yard and 
ali the ships along cae New York and Bruok- 
ivn Water front are decked With bunting. In 
New York also, business was paruy sus- 
pended to-day. Most of the down town 
exchanges were closed at noun, and many 
business places suspended work ior the after- 


noun, Flags were displayed from 
municipal and other buildings in 
the city hati park, from the  bus- 


iness places alung Broadway and other streets, 
and frum many private residences. The day 
was all that could be desired tur the occasion, 
The nouses alung the rvute of the procession 
from the Fitth avenue hotel to the ciiy ball 
were decked with colors, 
THE MEETING MUNICIPALITIES, 

The 7th regiment escur ed the president, 
Mayor Edson, the president’s cabinet, 
be Peruvian wintster, Guvernor Cleveiand, 
Governors Ludiow of New Jersey, Faibanks 
of Vermoat, Litcuefield of Ruvde Island, the 
state legislature and a large number of other 
invitd guests,fiom the SthAvenue hoile tu the 
bridge. At tnecity Yall park the ‘members 
of the common council received the presivent 
and ail otuer pursts. Here ail aligiuted frum 
their carriages and were joined by the heads 
of the city departments, and marcied from 
the city hall park to the bridge, President 
Artuur walking arm in arm with the mayor. 
The procession of Brooklyn Officials and 
trustees, heaied by the [lwenty-third regi- 
ment, left Brookiyn city hall at 12:50, aad ar- 


rived at one o'clock at ecand street 
station. The regiment passed upon the an- 
choraze, where it tovuk up pos.uion. Mrs. 


tvebling, wife of the invalid culef engineer, 
and her party arrived afterward in Ca:riages, 
and at nalf-past 1 o'clock Bishop Liitlejvan 
and his assistants in their roves of office ar- 
rived. A way was made for them wWita great 
difficulty through the crowd that filled every 
foot of space. A salute announcing the 
president’s arrival at the New Yurk tower 
was fired by the war vesseis in the harbors 
and the forts on Governor's island, At 2 10 
p. m. the yards of the men-ol-war were 
manned. Fifteen prteaeestate: cannonuading 
from Fort Green and Williamsburg an 
nounced the arrival of the procession at the 
Brookiyn tower, where Mayor Lowe re- 
ceived it. 
THE OPENING CEREMONIES, 

On the platiurm were seated General Chris- 
tiansen aud staff of the second division, ex- 
Mayors Scbroeden, Howell, Booth, Hunter 
and Lambert, mémbers of the Brooklyn com- 
men council,’ and the United States naval 
officers and officers of the First and Fifth 
aruliery. On account of the great crowd 
much aiffivulty was experienced by the may- 
ors of New York and Brooklyn and oiticials 
who accom panied thefll, in obtaining a pas- 
Saye Way Lo Lue platform. Tae pruceedinys 
were opened by Mr. John 8. T. Stranaban, 
introducing Right Rev. Bishop Littlejohn, 
who, assisid by Rev. Mr Vandewater, read 
the collects of the Episcopal service and of- 
fered up prayer. 

At the couclusion of the prayer by Bishop 
Liulejohn, Mr. J. 8. T. Stranahan, who pre - 
sided, successively introduced William C, 
Kingsley, once president ol the board of trus- 
tees, who formally presented the bridge to 
the people of New Yore and Brovklyn 
through their respective mayors. Mayor 
Lowe, of Brooklyn, who accepted it in benalf 
of the city of Brovklyn; Mayor Edson, who 
delivered an address of acceptance on bebalf 
of the c:ty of New York; and Hon. Abram 58. 
Hewitt and Kev. Ricuard 38. Siorra, D.D., 
who delivered oratiuns. Julius Levy rendered 
the Star Spanyvled Banner, dail Colu nbia and 
Yankee Dyodle with variations on the cor- 
het. 

AFTER THE CEREMONY. 

New York, May 24.—Atter the closing ex- 
ercises On the bridge, the presidencial party 
drove to the house of! Cuief Kugineer Kuebling, 
in Brooklyn, and paid their respects to bun 
Alter tbe president's departure a stream of 
prominent men poured into the bouse. ihe 
president dined with Mayor Lowe and after- 
wards witncssed the fireworks from a buatin 
the river, and then went to the Acadeuwy of 
Music. The streets in Brookiyno were iiluw- 
inated with Chinese lanterns aud were packed 
with people. So dense was the throng that 
tratfic was impeded and cars had to be stopped 
ortraveled very siowly. While tne fireworks 
were being set olf, the scene in the haroor 
was very grand. Countless boats and craft 
ofevery kind, tastefully lit up with colored 
lights, thrunged the river. Afterward the 
large span brightly lighted by tall electric 
lamps a radiant arch against the dark 
background, attracted as much attention as 
the previous display. The exhibition of fire- 
works lasted about an hour and was very 
beautiful.

After 
bugle blasts from the heralds, the secretary 
of the senate read the proclamation, which 
was as follows: ‘Our most august, high and 
puissant sovereign, Emperor Alexander, 
having ascended the hereditary throne of the 
enipire of all the Russias, the kingdom. of 
Poland and the grand duchy of. Fin- 
land, which are inseparable 
from it, has deigned, following the example 
of his predecessors and their glorious ances- 
tors, to command that the holy solemnity of 
the coronation and annointment, in which 
the empress will participate, shall, with the 
help of Almighty God, be performed on the 
27th day of May. The solemn act is an- 
nounced to all his nfajestry’s faithful subjects 
in order that on the joyful day their most 
fervent prayers may be offered to the King of 
Kings, and that they beseech the Almighty to 
send grace and blessings upon bis majesty’s 
reign, for the maintenance of peace and tran- 
quiiliiy, to the greater glory of His holy 
pame and the constant prusperity of the em- 
pire.”’ 
THE IMPERIAL SECLUSION. __ 

The emperor and empress only broke their 
seciusion until Sunday, to receive the visits 
of foreign princes. It bas been decided not 
to buld a grand diplomatic reception, but as 
the emperor and empress intimate their wil- 
lingness to attend one reception, General 
Sciweinitz, German ambassador, as dean of 
tie diplomatie corps, will give a grand ban- 
quet snd ball in their honor. 

THleMEANING OF THE CORONATION. 

Beruin, May 24 —The Provincial Correspon 
dence says: The czar has initiated and upheld 
the policy which has made it possible to set- 
tle ail pending questions amicably. Germany 
joins with other countries in wishing for the 
welfare of Russia. She is convinced that the 
schemes of the nibilists were directed against 
the peace of Europe, and .beir quashing ren- 
dered a good service to civilization. The cor- 
onation is a festivity of peace. 


THE KREMLIN IN MOSCOW, 


Geesip Abou the Place Where the Czar is to Have 
Mis Shoviders Bathed la Heiy Oli. 


Lonpon, May 24.—Lhe krewlin, about 
which so much is said in St. Petersburg dis- 
patches at the present time, is not one palace, 
bat almost a city in itself. It occupies an el- 
eyation on the Danks of the Moskva, in the 
heart of Moscow. It was the ancient citadel, 
and is a nearly triangular inclosure, sur- 
‘ounded with walls from twenty-eight to fifry 
feet in height, and almost one and a quarter 
miles in circuit. Massive towers are at each 
ang.e, and numerous embrasures aud smaller 
towers between. The walis are white, the 
‘ortifications emerald gree, the entrance rose 
tinted and the roofs of the cathedrals 
gilded, the whole forming a wonderful 
combination. The kremlin contains the 
principal buildings of this ancient 
capital of Russia—Moscow—and was the im 
perial residence of the czars until Peter the 
Great founded St. Petersburg in 1702. Here 
lived the reigning prince surrounded by his 
relatives, courtiers, superior clergy and prin- 
cipal boyars. The kremiin is entered by tive 
gutes, the two tmwost important being the Re- 
deemer’s gate and the St. Nicholas gate, to 
each of which a tradition is attached. Over 
the first bas hung since the foundation of the 
city a picture of the Savior, which is an ob- 
ject of the grea'est reverence to every Rus- 


and neither one nor the other would dare ito 
pass under it with covered head, The out- 
rujers of splendid equipages and the princes 
in the same, the bearer of dispatches who 
rushes in on matters of life and death, all re- 
move their bais till they have passed from 
beneath the shadow of the arch. Through 
this gate all Russia’s returning heroes have 
passed in triumph, and up to this gate, time 
alter time, has the victorious Tariar horde 
advanced, only to be stayed by the ‘sacred 
presence. The French, at tne capture of 
Moscow, tried to remove the frame, believing 
itto besolid gold, but every ladder they 
placed against the wail fell broken in two. 
{hey tried to batter the wall and picture, but 
the powder would not igvite; furious, they 
then built a fire under the gun, and when it 
exploded the charge was sent backwards, 
leaving the picture unharmed and killing 
every artillery man engaged in the sacrilege. 
The Nicholas gate is guarded by a miraculous 
image of St. Nicholas, ‘the dread of perjurers 
and comforter of hunrauity,’ and is second 
only in sanctity to the Redeemer gate. This 
gate Was partiaily destroyed by order of Na- 
poleou, Whuse powder trains were exploded 
under it, but, though many neighboring 
buildings were demolished, the tower was 
Only split up to tbe image of the saint, and 
neither the yiass that covered it nor the lamp 
before it were injured in the least. An in- 
scription tv that effect was put over the gate 
by Alexander Il. Trinity gate is interesting 
as being tuat by which the French army en- 
tered the Kremlin and left it. 

Description of the splendors of the cathe- 
drals and palaces within the walls would fill 
avolume, The most interesting at the pres- 
ent moment is the cathedral of the Assump- 
tion, Which occupies the site of a church 
built by the Metropolitan Peter, in 1325— 
which was the place of sepulture of the Pa- 
triarchs. It haus five domes, covéred with 
copper gilt, and supported by pillars enriched 
with gold frescues, It is smali, but gorzeous- 
ly decorated, and here ail the emperors, from 


lvan the Cerrible. downwards, have 
been crowned. The altar screen 
Ly a golden Mt. Sinai, and 


within is a golden coffin containing the host, 
while ou the op of the mountain stands Moses, 
bearing in his bands the tablets of the law,all 
of pure guid, Here, too, isthe Bible, agift 
from the mother of Peter the Great. ‘khe 
bindiug is so heavy with precious stones that 
two men are required tocarryit. It is valued 
at $1,000,000. Rouad the wails are buried the 
primates ofthechurch. Hereisthe Holy Vir- 
gin of Viadimir, painted vy St, Luke, which 
exercised miracu'ous powers on the occasion 
of the flight of Tameriane from Russia. Its 
jewels ure valued at $300,000 Theimage ofthe 
Holy Virgil and the Savior in the gold chasu- 
ble are other precious relics, more sacred than 
human life to the most ruthless nihilist, 
Speaking of the czar’s coronation Dean Stan- 
ley says: ‘‘EKven at the present time it is not 
a mere ceremony, but an historical event aod 
solemn consecration. Itis preceded by fast- 
ing and seclusion, (both of which the present 
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emperor has faithfully observed ina fashiou 
rate compuisury) and takes place in the 
most sacred church in Russia; the emperor 
is not merely a passive recipient, but himself 
the principal figure in the whole scene; him 
self reciting alvad the confession of faith; 
him-elf aloreon his knees offering up the 
prayer of intercession for the whole empire, 
in the midst ofthe assembled multitude; him- 
self placing his own crown on his own head; 
himself entering through the sacred door of 
the innermost sanctuary and taking from the 
altar the elements of bread and wine.

NAUGHTY NICKERSON. 


PUTS AWAY ONE WIFE SECRETLY 
AND ENTRAPS ANOTHER. 


The Gay Deceivers’ Ruse With His First Wife—His 
Courting of ise Carter—A Marriege Uader 
False R. presentations—Action of the 
War Depar'ment About the Matter. 


Wasuineton, May 24.—The scandal of Ma- 
jor Nickerson’s divorce and re-marriage con- 
tinues to grow deeper. Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral Barr isin Philadelphia getting up the 
papers, upon which the major will be court- 
martialled. Major Nickerson, nowon the re- 
tired list, was an assistant adjutant general, 
and served through the war. He lived in big 
style here, going in the highest society. A 
short time since he procureda divorce from 
his wife, who wasin Europe, alleging: that 
she had deserted him, It now appears that 
she knew nothing of the proceedings till the 
divorce wasannounced. The day after it 


was granted: Nickerson was married to a Bal 
timore lady, and they are now living in his 
residence here. Mrs. Nickerson, the di- 
vorced wife, has entered suit in Poiladelphia 
to set aside the decree, and_ direct 
that alimony be allowed her. The court has 
granted arule on Nickerson to appear and 
show cause on Saturday. The first Mrs. 
Nickerson is a near relative of the historian 
Bancroft, of the Pacific coast. Sne met Major 
Nickerson, in Califurnia, wvtere she lived 
with her mother, about twelve years ago. 
The major was on duty thers. A marriage 
was eniered into with the approbation of the 
relatives of both parties. When Major Nicker- 
son was recalied trom the west his wife ac 
ec mpanpied him They had one cbild—a 
daugater. Mrs Nickerson and her daughter 
sailed in 1830 for Bremen, Germany. Her 
depariure, she saysin her affidavit, was with 
the advice and consent of her 
husband. She begged him to _ take 
her home, but be would not. At firstshe at- 
tributed his refusal to pecuniary troubles, 
aod it was long afterwards, she says, that 
she learned he did not want ber any more. 
About three weeks ago she received a cable- 
gram from her mother, informing her that 
Major Nickerson bad obtained a divurce from 
her, and married again. She was horrified 
and decided to return bome at once and de- 
fend her honor, She arrived in Philadeiphia 
on Friday last. Next day she consulted a 
lawyer. She learned that the allegation 
against ber in her husband’s libel was deser- 
tiun. She had abandoned her busband, it 
was averred, and preferred to reside in Eu- 
rope to living with, him. No personal service, 
as a matter of course, had been made upon 
her, and the advertisements, which as re- 
quired by law, had appeared in the news- 
papers, had not come to her notice. 

The friends of Miss Carter, who was marri- 
ed to Nickerson, are much incensed at his de- 
ceptions. Miss Carter and her mother have 
lived here for some years and have been mem- 


‘bers of Wasbiagton’s most respectable society. 


About two years ago Nickerson began to visit 
Miss Carter, and later on -he proposed mar- 
riage to her, telling her and her family that 
he had been divorced regularly and legally 
from his first wife. The family opposed Miss 
Carter’s niarriage to him, but he persuaded 
her to meet him in Baltimore and they were 
married. She is described as very attractive, 
and aged about 21 years. He is 45 years old. 
The statements that impute to her any im- 
propriety previous to her marriage to bim are 
without foundation. She married him under 
the belief that be was honestly and honorably 
divorced from his wife, .

CHURCH COUNCILS. 


The Northern Presbyterians Again Show a Lack of 
Oourtesy Toward the Southern Uhurch. . 

Lexincton, Ky , May 24.—Irhe Presbyteri- 
an genéral assembly, south, opened to-day 
with prayerey Dr. J C. Alexander, of North 
Carolina. Communications touching the 
observance of the Sabbath were referred to 
aspecial committee. The committee on bills 
and overtures recommended that the sub- 
stance of the overtures be published in the 
minutes, Telegrams and christian salutation 
were received from the Y. M. C. convention 
at Milwaukee, and from the Cumberland 
Presbyterian assembly at Nashville. The as-. 
sembly returned salutation. The commit- 
tee on home and foreign missions repurted 
both fields in good condition. The commit- 
tee on resolutions and on fraternal corre- 
spondence with the northern assembly re- 
ported that it should be carried on by dele- 
gates iu 1884, 85 and afterwards by letter. Dr. 
Smoot read a letter from Dr. Brown, delegate 
(0 the northern assembly, stating that Dr. 
Crosby had offered resolutions in the northern 
assembly sweeping away all imputations 
against the southern church, which was re- 
ferred to Rey. Drs. Herrick, Johnson, Breck- 
enridge and Crosby, and that a majority of 
the commmittee reported against the resolu- 
tion. The latter caused the sole excitement 
in this bedy and will probably be a barrier to 
more expressions of fraternity. Dr. Nicholis 
of the northern assembly took his leave tu-day 
in a fecling manner. 

THE SNARL EXPLAINED. 

A misunderstanding of the action of the 
southern Presbytery in fraternal relations, 
makes a further statement of the facts neces- 
sary. On Tuesday the committee on over- 
tures reported and recommended the follow- 
ing: “‘Kesolved, That all correspondence with 
other ecclesiastical bodies shali be conducted 
by letter.”’

United States.” After a lengthy discussion, 
the subject was laid over as untinished bus- 
iness. When it was taken up on Wednesday 
the discussion was kept up at great length. 
At the afternoon session, C R. Hemphill of- 
fered the following substitute: ‘‘Resolved, 
That. the method of correspondence 
by letter, which now obtains between 
this Presbyterian church in the United States 
and other chuches, except the Reformed 
(Dutch) church and a general assembly of the 
Presbyterian church in the United States of 
America, be extended te these bodies, with 
the exception, however, that delegates be ap- 
pointet 
next meeting, to convey our cordial christian 
salutacions, and state to these bodies the 
method of our future corre 
spondence in tbe hope that it may meet 
their approval, and that the attention of our 
presbyteries be calied to this action of the 
general assembly.’’ This substitute was 
adopted by 113 ayes to 23 nays. Without 
reaching a finel vote the substitute was refer- 
red toa committee of sevén to perfect the 
phraseology of the resolution. The report of 
this committee is made the special order for 
Friday when an exciting debate is expected.

| TRUCK AND TRUCKERS. 


MEETING OP THE FRUIT-GROWERS’ 
ASSOCIATION. 


The V-g:tables Growcrs— the Fruit Men—The Com- 
mission M rchents and the Railrcad Officials 
M. etin Convention to Discuss toe N ede 
of the New and Growing Industry. 


At half-past 10 o’clock yesterday the Geor- 
gia Fruit Growers’ association convened in 
the rooms of the state department of agricul- 
ture. The body was called to order by Judge 
John D. Cunningham, the president of the 
association. Colonel J. S. Newman, the sec- 
retary, was in his place, and immediately 
upon its organization the association pro- 
ceeded to business. The following gentlemen 
were present, repre@enting transportation 
companies: Joseph M. Brown, general 
freight agent of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad; J. H. Parnell, of the 
West Point railroad; W. H. Clayton of the 
Southern express company; Mr. Barnard of

Mr. W.38, St. George, of the Cincinnati South- 
ern; Mr. Sams, ef the Louisville and Nasn- 
ville; Mr. E. A. Werner, of the Georgia 
railroad; Colonel E; R_ Dorsey, of the 
Georgia road; Mr. R. N. Gentry, .of 
the South Carolina railroad; Mr. J. A. Tay- 
lor, of the Texas Continental refrigerator 
company; Mr. C. E. Harmon, of the Western 
and Atlantic; Mr. Hulbert, of the Southern 
I:xpress company; Mr. A. C. Briscoe, of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad: Mr. R. Wal- 
lace, of the Austell refrigerator company;

Delegates were requested to report at the 
afternoon session the area of fruit and vege- 
tables in their respective sections, the dates 
at which shipment would be made and the 
nature of the transportation required, 

The secretary read the subjects for discus: 
sion which were as follows: 

The best crate, size and shape. Best mode 
of gathering and picking. 

Management of fruit trees. Land _ best 
adupted, including soil, elevation and ex- 
posure. ; 

Insect enemies to trees and vines. 
tives and remedies. 

The best varieties of fruits, melons and 
vegetables fur markets. The best soil for t..e 
different varieties of fruits and vegeiables. , 

The best and cheapest mode and rouies for 
shipping to market, 
ae The discussion of the matter of crates was 
takenup. Mr. Jenkins secured the flour and 
exhibited a number of paper boxes shaped 
like egg cases, each department to hold a 
peach. He called it the ventilated and ad- 
justable fruit box. Major Sidney Herbert 
spoke of the improvements of late in pe 
oranges and introduced Mr. E. Bean, of Flur- 
ides, weo has done a great deal to perfect a 
system of handling oranges for shipment. Mr, 
Bean gave a description of the primitive 


Preven- 


methods of handling oranges. At present 
the oranges are sized curefuliy 


and are packed with the utmost caution. Mr 
Woodruff said he thought one-third bushel 
crates were the best for peaches. He thought 
peaches should not be packed in more than 
two layers to the crate. Dr. Hape preferred 
the octagoval one-third bushel crate. He 
said he considered it important to adopt some 
crate of uniform shape and size. Mr. Wood- 
ruff asked if Dr. Hgpe bad ever used the ex- 
eeisior crate. He replied that he had used it 
with entirely satisfactory results. He thought 
the boxes exhibited by Mr Jenkins would 
be a good thing if the peaches 
could be prevented from jostling. 
Dr. Holliday reporied that he was using a 
crate 4'4 inches deep, that he found four 
ipches not quite enough for two layers of 
peaches. Mr. Bean urged the importance of 
adopting @ unifurm package, 

On motion of Dr. Hape, a committee on 
crates was appointed. ‘The president appoint- 
ed on the committee Messrs. Hape, Wvod- 
ruff and Jenkins. 

The following committee was appointed on 
the Jenkins boxes: Messrs. Holliday, El- 
liott, Taylor, Padgett and Dobbins. 

The discussion uf the best soil for peaches 
was next taken up. Dr. Hape preierred a 
sandy loam with clay subsoil on an ea tern 
or southern exposure, and with a good eleva- 
tion. Mr. W. W. Johnson agreed with Dr. 
Hape as to the soil, exposure and elevation. 
The greatest difficulty he bad was in getting 
the land rich enough to grow pears and ap- 
ples. Peaches, he said, should have good but 
not rich land. Colonel Howard thought the 
character of the soil made but little differ- 
ence. He said that elevation was what 
peaches needed most. Dr. W. L. Jones 
thought it well to have a committee appoint- 
ed to.inquire into the cause of the uniform 
success Of fruit in certain  locali- 
ties. On motion the following com- 
mittee was appointed to report on soul, eleva- 
tion and exposure: W.L. Jones, T. C. Howard 
and H. Padgett. : 

The question of insect enemies to trees and 
vines was discussed at some length by Messrs. 
Hape, Woodruff, Holliday and others, after 
which the following committee was appointed 
to consider that subject: Messrs. LEiliott, 
Woodruffand Gentry. 

The matter of the best varieties of fru ts and 
vegetables was discussed. The Alexander 
was highly recommended; the Amelia 
and Beatrice were not recom- 
mended; the Bustians were con- 
demped; Baldwin’s late were considered a 
certain crop but inferior for market purposes. 
The Chinese cling were very highly spoken 
of. Mr. Cunningham said that consumers 
had paid two or three times as much for them 
as any Other variety had brought. Mr. John- 
son said they bore a few crops and then 
failed. Mr. Jenkins said where they failed 
it was for wantof proper attention. Mr. R, 
E. Lee said that theseedling from the Chinese 
cling was earlier than the parent peach. 

Mr. Johnson said that he had growa apples 
snccessfully in lower middle Geurgia, but had 
failed in the vicinity of Atianta. 

Crawford's early was highly recommended 
bat Crawford's late was not. Thé Tillotson 
was considered an excellent variety but nota 
reliable bearer. Hale's early wus never known 
to fail to bear, but willrotin transit except 
in refrigerator cars. They must be planted 
in thin land with bigh elevation. Mountain 


Rose was highly recommended. After ibs |

APTERNOON SESSION. 
When the association met in the afternoon 


the discussion turned upon evaporators and 
evegenen fruit. Mr. Cunningham said he 
had evaporated one year about eight thous 
and pounds and sold the fruit readily at from 
eight to twenty cents a pound, the average 
price being about eight cents. He said that 
the work had been by unskilled labor or his 
fruit would have brought better prices. He 
said that the’good fruit brought twenty cents 
easier than the poor fruit brought eight and 
urged that the utmost care be taken in evap- 
orating and in the care of the fruit afterward. 
Mr. Jenkins said the fruitshould be put up 
and sealed air tight while it was stil hot. 
That it should stili be watched and not care- 
lessly thrown in a celiar to take care of itwelf, 
That nothing should cut it, if it did the 
worms wouid get into the fruit and ruin if, 
He was satisfied that the evaporation of fruit 
could be made of immense value to frait 
growers. His experience was that it paid to 
ship only the early and ovetter grades 
of fruit and to evaporate the other grades. 
He said he wanted to quit shippiog worthiess 
fruit, but todry itathume. Mr. Richardson, 
representing a Cincinnati commission house, 
said his idea was tbat the shipping of early 
and good fruit would pay, but that it would 
not pay to slip common fruit. He thought 
the evaporation of the common class of fruit 
was the right thing to make money out of the 
business. On motion of Colonel Newman 
the president appointed the tollowing com- 
mittee on evaporation: Messrs. Robinson, 
Cary and Mixson. 

Judge Cunningham addressed the associa- 
tion on the selection of his orchard site. In 
1868 he planted 2,000 trees. He first got Dr. 
Hardin to select the location, giving bim au- 
thority to choosea place anywhere in the state, 
The doctor selected the present site which had 
not faiied for twenty years before and has not 
failed since to pruduce peaches. Mr. Cun- 
n.ngham said that he bad found Philadelphia 
the best market fur choice fruit. Cincinnati 
he found the best market for medium fruit 
and Chicago he found about like Cincinnati, 
He said that he had investigated the refriger- 
ator cars and his experiments had proved 
highly satisfactory. He had endeavored to 
induce the Tiffany company torun cars to 
this section but they did not desire to do so. 
He then calculated what it would cost to buy 
cars to carry his own fruit. The result of his 
own investigation was that he conciuded 
that the same cars that carried his fruit 
might carry somebody else’s so the Austell 
cowpany was the result. He said that he 
mode $500 on one shipment to Cincinnati in a 
refrigerator car. He said also that while he 
owned a little stock in the company his fruit 
interests were thirty times as great as his re- 
frigerator car interests and be was sincere in 
his advocacy of the cars as the best mode of 
shipping. He said that there were no chance 
to preserve over ripe fruit. It turns black in 
spite of all that can be done for it. 
doso when Mr. Wadley shipped it on the 
steamboats. He had found satisfaetory resuita 
for express shipments of fin fruit but it did 
not pay to ship common fruit by express. He 
said he did not think brandy should be made 
of the fruit that could not 
be shipped. e was opposed 
to brandy making. Judge Cunningham 
was asked the elevation of his orchard; and 
stated thatit was about nine hundred feet 
above the levei of the sea. He said that the 
= for a good orchard was a dividing ri 

etween water In the region of LaGrange and 
between Atlanta and Forsyth there was plenty 
of good orchard land end perhaps there was 
some up the Air-Line railroar’, He said that 
from Atianta to Chattanooga, the finest grape 
fands in the country could be found, 

Mr. Hulbert, of the Southern express com- 
pany, stated that his company wousd.give the 
same rates as were allowed last year. 

Mr, Elam Johnson, the commission mer 
chant on Decatur street, urged that overripe 
fruit be destroyed so as not to glut tue 
market. He said that Judge Cunningham 
gave his over ripe fruit away when it was in 
the market here, and he thought that was a 
good idea, as it kept the quality and price up, 
It was very generally agreed that Mr. Jobnson 
was right, and thai it was a good policy not 
to have the commisvyion’ merchant attempt 
to force bad fruit on the market as it injured 
the price. 

A discussion arose as to the best way to pack 
watermelons. It was conceded that there 
should be six or eight inches of straw in the 
bottom of tne cars. It was also agreed that 
while there should be ventilation end venti 
lation Was not necessary. 

Mr. H. W. Grady was called on and re- 
sponded briefly. He urged the importance of 
perfect organization and system and gaid that 
the important problem to solve was that of 
the distribution of the fruit and vegetables so 
that ail the markets would have an even sup- 
ply and proper prices be secured. 

Mujor Herbert urged the importance of 
making a fair success the first season so that 
the pioneers in trucking would not become 
discouraged and quit. 

Mr. Bean, of Fiorida, was called on and 
spoke at length of the organization of the 
business in Piorida. He said their system 
was very perfect. Correspondents are kept in 
the princial cities of the country, who kep 
bim fully informed as to the state of the 
market. All or nearly all truck, etc., was 
shipped through him, and he knew exaciy 
where to direct it to get the best prices and to 
gauge the supply ‘n the different cities. He 
said the problem was an easy one—it was 
simply “‘organization.”’ 

The special committee on crates reported 
as follows: 

‘After a careful examination this commut- 
tee finds that the Jenkins crate is admirably 
adapted to its purpuse, and we strongly re- 
commend it, the only question at issue being 
whether the quantity of fruit saved by the 
paper crate will pay for the wooden crate in 
which the paper ones are packed. We ‘hink 
it will and therefore recommend it without 
reserve. J. S. Horurpay, 

“Chairman.” 

Dr. Hape reported from the general com- 

mittee on crates that the third-bushel crate 


was the bestfor use, and the report was 


adopted. 

Mr. Taylor, of the committee on melons, 
made the following report: 

After careful consideration this committee finds 
that the old variety of musamelons cannot be 
raised profitably for shipment to foreign markets, 
on accvunt Of its tenderness and liability to decay. 

Of ihe cauteloupes, we flud that ail varie ies can 
be raised and shipped profitably, but recommend 
the nutmeg Variety, except the netted as offering 
the greatest opportunicdes for profit, both on aec- 
count of the better price which they brivg, and the 
gresies facility with which they can salely 

andled. Frem observation, we bave noticed that 
the canieloupe is ihe only variety that is used oa 
the tabies of ihe hotels through the different see- 
tionsof the county, thereby showing its popu- 
larity. We find that the best time to pull caute- 
lou pes is a8 soon as Ux seeds bave reached maturi- 
ty, and ihis polut must be determined by the com- 
plexion and formation of the rind, combined with 
experiment and ¢xperience. For shipment to 
foreign markets they should he packed@&in era 
or Wvll ventilated barrels, but when ship 
luosely they must be placed on top of watermeions, 
care beiug taken to have «.o weight on them.

IMPROVED FARM:NG IN GEORGIA, 

We alluded the other day to the fact that 
the demand for skilled agricuiturists in Geor- 
gia 1s far greater (han the demand for skilied ) 
labor of other kinds. The demand may not 
seen to be pressing, and the necessity for 
skilled agriculiurists may not be apparent to 
those who believe or effect to believe that old 
ways are the best. But anyone who will take | 
the trouble to investigate the matter, and , 
compare the present condition of the farmers 
of Georgia and compare it with what their 
sondition might be in view ofall the resources 
of nature that lie at their hands will at once 
preceive that something is wrong somew here. 
Something is Jacking. 

What is that something? Mr. Stephens 
used to say that the farmers 
of Georgia are growing poorer every year, 
and other wise men agree with him. THE 
Constitution did not and does not agree with 
this theory. The farmers are not growing 
poorer, but they are not participating in the 
extraordinary prosperity which has come to 
nearly every other business and caliing du. 
ring the past few years. Generally speaking, 
the farmer who can raise a bale of cotton on 
two acres of land and succeed in keeping 
even with the commission merchants, is 
making a good showing, and if his success 
betrays no skill in farming, it certainly dem- 
onstrates that shiftiness is not a lost art. 

But how much greater would his succesage 
if he raised a bale of cotton to the acre and 
all his provisions to boot, and relatively 
speaking, how little skill would be required 
to accomplish this result!- As we stated ina 
previous article, there are hundreds of farm- 
ers in every section of Georgia who have dem- 
onstratec what can be accomplished by skill- 
ful farming. The names of many of these 
men, together with the reports of the results 
of their experience, were printed in these 
columns, and we are merely emphasizing 
those results in stating that there is a demand 
in Georgia for skilled agriculturists. 

The demand is with the farmers themselves; 
it is created by their condition. It is a de- 
mand which they must supply themselves, 
and the sooner they begin to suppiy it by 
conforming to: he necessities as well as the 
p ssibilities of their condition, the better it 
will be forthe state. Itisin their power to 
attach the wings ef progress to their plow- 
shares and make themselves independent so 
far as plenty and comfort are concerned. 

There is no lack of signs that the farmers 
themselves perceive and appreciate the ne- 
cessity of a more skillful application of their 
resources. The examples of successful farming 
which Tue Constitution has given from time 
to time, its reports of interviews with such 
menas Mr. McRee, and the movement in 
souihwest Georgia in the direction of truck” 
growing all go to show that there is a dispos- 
ition among our farmers to take advaniage of 
the wonderful opportunities by which they 
are surrounded.

FROM COTTON TO CUCUMBERS. 
From the New York Times. 
The decay of rural communities in New England 
in the last ten years has been thei .evitable result 


prairiesand uplands of the great northwest. Am- 
bitious youug farmers,forced to build their fortunes 
from the foundation, have turned from the hard 
work and small profits of New England hills and 
sought the vast wheat fields of Dakotaand the 
cattle ranges of Montana. The manufacturing 
townscf New England have steadily grown, but 
they have drawn very little fresa blood from the 
farming districts. The energetic and aspiring 
farmer of the northeast has not become a merchant 
‘or a factory workman, but has gone to those larger 
fields so many of which are open to men who till 
the soil. 

While the stream of emigration from the northeast 
has run toward the territories and states of the 
northwest, there are other partsof the country 
which will hereafter invite the industrious and 
skillful agriculturist who finds that his labor is 
wasted athome. He will not be compelled to ex- 
pose himself to the bleak winters of Dakota and 
Montana. An agricultural revolution in parts of 
the south promises to open to him a field for profit- 
able and congenial work in a milder climate. 

This revolution is in progress in the state of 


Georgia. The growth of truck farmiug-in that 
state isone of the most importait and interestiig 
of these movements which prove that -he south is 
to be builtup ona founda’ion of bew agricultural 
methodsand pew industries, Eight years ago a 
Georgia cutton planter who was losing money every 
year anti gradualiy drawing the life out of his soil 
turned froin cotton to cucumbers, peus, tumatoes 
and melons. He had to coutend against the prej- 
udice of hisneighbors, who regarded this kind of 
farming as undignified. He had io find markets 


aud secure the attention of freight ageuts 
and commission merchants, He per- 
severed and prospered. His neighburs fol- 


lowed his example,anu from this beginning the 
‘truck trade’’ of Georgia has grown so rapidly that 
the melon crop alone this year will bfing $',500,000 
into thesta ec In the southern county where this 
pioneer’s plantation lies 3,500 acres are planted 
with melous and great quantities of early pas aud 
other Vegeiabl s are growing. Th farmer who 
first turned from cotion to “‘truck’’ has cleand 
from $50 to $610 per acre under the new plan, and 
Lis farm, which had been growing poorer every 
yearis now «a mine of wealtn, The truck farmers of 
Georgis Can reach 5 000,000 persuus east of the Mis- 


sissippi in three duys, and freight 
agents and commission merchants eager- 
ly solicit their consigumen ts, ihe 


greater part of their products g. esto the northern 
states of the Missi sippi valley. The growers not 
ouly gain the new crops but have eniarged the 
old voueup othe same laud. The ‘‘truck”’ enriches 
the soil, and an acre which yields enoraious quaii- 
iies of vegetables eurly in the season producesa 
bale of cottou Jaterin the year. Andsothe man 
who turued from cotton tocucumbers has come 
from a life of drudgery aud anxiety to independ- 
ence and happiness. His eves aud those ui his 
neighbors have beeu Opened to the possibilities of 
farming. The whole state has been made richer by 
his example, and the growth of the new ‘business 
will cause the establishment of many new inei- 
cental industries. 

Jt isseid that good land in southern Georgia is 
still cheap. The pioneer truck furiner’s, estate of 
8.000 acres was worth $5,000 wheu he turued his 
back upon Coiton, and he values it at $40,000 to-day. 
His experience proves that laud in that region has 
not been exhbaused beyond recovery. Northern 
farmers who fear the blizzard; of the vorthwest way 
wisely tvrn .o Georgia ihe agricuitural revolu 
tiou has made there a field for their judustry and 
skill, and iu the waste places of the south they can 
serve both themselves and the best interests of the 
whole nation.

They soon calae outol the eggs and began their 
rapid growin on the mulberry leaves 
supplied to them, Phe moulting seasons were 
successfuliv pussed and in due time the usual 
per cent of tue untiring insecis set to their 
spinning, Everything in the vegetation and 
Climate of this regiun seems to favor their 
best work. The worms recently tried ate 
heartily, spun rapidly and in great quantities, 
and their silk is fine. tlussy and excellent in 


every quality. While the fruit growers 
were lil the department yesterday 
getting into shape what is sure 


to be a grand bus'ness in the south they were 
sitting im siglit of the promise of #nother new 
industry which, it has been demoustrated, 
cau be easily and successfully prosecuted in 
the south. Some silk wurms just furming 
their cocoons had been brought in a day or 
two betore, and in the department they fiu- 


ished their soit, warm homes. The process 
of cvcoon tormation is most. in.eresting.
